Disinfection  with  formalin  is  carried  out  after  all  infectious 
cases,  and  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  is  disinfected  when  required  in 
the  steam  disinfector  at  Windermere  Isolation  Hospital. 

No  facilities  for  disinfectation  exist. 

Communication  was  made  to  all  retailers  of  shaving  brushes 
drawing  attention  to  the  possibility  of  Anthrax  infection  from  this 
source.
